Carl Salmon Suffers 
$10,000 Fire Loss 


Wednesday afternoon, January 31, 
$10,000.00 damage was caused by a 
fire of unknown origin to the farm 
home of Carl Salmon, three miles East 
of town. Mr. and Mrs. Glen Redford, 
formerly of Leavitt, who occupied the 
house were in town doing their laun- 
dry and upon returning to the farm 
found the house full of smoke. They 
raced back to towr and informed Carl 


who turned in the alarm at about 4:30 z 


The Town Fire Truck and a good 
representation of the Brigade sped to 
the scene and did their utmost to 
check the fire. It was a very difficult 
job to locate the base of the fire be- 
cause of the dense smoke. The house 
was well insulated which was partly 
responsible for the flames being con- 
trolled as long as they were. 

After the 300 gallons of water in the 
truck had been used a cistern was 
opened but it contained no apprecia- 
ble amount of water. Even the use of 
chemicals failed to halt the rapid 
g owth of the fire which finally en- 
ful ed the whole building. 

A.1,000 gallon ojl tank that was near 
the house, was pulled to safety by a 
tractor. 


The loss is partly covered by insur- 
ance. 


In talking to a member of the Fire 
Brigade we were told a few interest- 
ing items which we thought you might 
find comforting to know. The Fire 
wagon is a well equipped unit with 
enough hose to to stretch a couple of 
blocks and is capable of throwing wa- 
ter with such force that it requires 
two or three men to man the nozzle. 
A supply of various chemicals as well 
as the 300 gallons of water is carried 
together with pick-axes, ladders,, res- 
pirators, etc. The fourteen man Bri- 
gade is fully acquainted with the 
available water supplies in town, but 
all farmers cnd people off the water 
lines are urged to know the exact lo- 
cation and amount of any and all 
sources of water that could be used 
to save their homes or the possessions 
of another. This is not meant as a 
plug for my Dad who sells the stuff 
but an insurance policy covering the 
full value of your “burnables” gives 
a wonderful feeling of security when 
the fire siren shrieks its tale of woe.

Your Child’s Grandparents

swered, “They had a delicious odor, 
and how good they looked! She used 
to serve them with buttermilk and all 
of us grandchildren loved to visit 
granny and have a little snack in her 
cheery kitchen!” 

How many adults have fond memor 
ies of good times with a grandparent! 
How much poorer their childhood 
would have been if a grandmother or 
grandfather had ot taken time to love 
and help them in countless ways! 
What a sense of loss came over them 
when they knew they would never a- 
gain hear grand-dad’s voice or séé 
granny’s welcoming smile. 

The attitude of the mother and fa- 
ther to the grandparent is very im- 
portant. A child senses, without hear- 
ing any words whether or not there 
is love and trust in the relationship 
between his elders, Parents are often 
greatly indebted to a. grandmother 
who helps out on the ever present 
“baby-sitter” problem, At the same 
time, much as mother and dad oppre- 
ciate freedom from the responsibility 
of looking after their children for a 
short time, grandparents should not 
be imposed on. They have had their 
turn in raising a family, they are older 
now and should not be left with small 
youngsters for long periods of time. 
The child’s presence should be a joy 
and not a burden to the grandparents. 

Parents sometimes complain § that 
grandma or. grandpa upset their 
child's schedule or give him candies 
between meals. A mother can avoid a 
good deal of conflict if she will talk 
over with a grandparent her doctor's 
ideas on child raising, such as the rule 
“Candy after meals, because sweets 
before eating take away the child's 
appetite.” Grandparents are usually 
reasonable if they know exactly what 
are the most important rules which 
are being followed in a child’s routine 
They can see that not only mother and 
father, but all adults who care for a 
child should stick to the same general 
pattern. It is confusing for a child to 
have different rules when different 
people are minding him. At the same 
time a schedule should be a bit flexi- 
ble to allow for special occasions. 

A grandparent usually has more lel- 
sure than a parent. There is frequently 
a very fine bond between a child and 
a grandparent. They enjoy each

when they read, sing, tell stories, play 
building blocks or “keeping house”.

Principles of Weed Control 
The remarkable advance in weed 
warfare that has accompanied the 
introduction, wide farmer accept- 
ance, and effective use of 2,4-D has 
not changed the basic principles of 
weed control. The successful control 
of a weed still requires a knowledge 
of its habits, its growth require- 
ments, and more particularly of 
how it reproduces and spreads. 
Weed species fall into two main 
Ztuups—annuals and perennials. 
Annuals—Annual weeds, such as 
Wild Mustard and Stinkweed, live 
but one year, produce a crop of 
seed, and then die. Annuals repro- 
duce by seeds only. Obviously, all 
methods of controlling annuals have 
one principal purpose—the preven- 
tion of seeding. This may be 
attained in many different ways— 
mowing, burning, cultivating, or 
through the use of chemicals. The 
easiest way to dispose of annual 
weeds is to kill them in their early 
growth stages. 24-D is a most 
efficient tool for this puspose. 
Perennials — The most difficult 
weeds to control are perennials. 
They live for three or more years 
and spread not only by seed but 
also by underground roots or stems 
(rootstocks). | Consequently, the 
successful control of perennials by 
2,4-D, or other herbicides, requires 
deep penetration of chemicals into 
the root systems, a requirement 
which makes them more difficult to 
kill with chemicals than annuals. 
In combating perennial weeds 
three problems are involved: (1) To 
event seed formation. (2) ‘To 
kill all seedlings developing from 
seed already present in the soil. 
3) To eradicate existing stands of 
ld established plants. Thus the 
uecessful control of most perennial 
veeds requires a combination of 
special tillage and cropping methods, 
ca by the use of clean 
eed and the timely use of 2,4-D, 
other weed-killing chemicals, 
in these difficult times Western 
Janada must keep its agricultural 
production program in high gear. 
It is therefore essential that every 
prairie farmer wage a full-scale war 
on weeds in 1951,

! Despite less travel in winter, the 
mileage death rate is high. For that 
reason, only winter-wise driving hab 
its are good insurance against acci- 
dents. 

"Failure of motorists to change their 
driving techniques for winter, as they 
change the oil in their cars, is the 
cause of most accidents, The Council 
offered these tips to avoid slips: 

Get the feel of the road. Try your 
brakes gently while driving slowly 
and away from other cars to find out 
just how slippery the road is. 

Slow down. Adjust your speed to 
road and weather conditions so that 
you have time to stop or maneuver 
safely. 

Keep windshields clear of snow and 
frost so that you can see danger. 

Keep your headlights, windshield 
wiper and defroster in good condition 

Use tire chains on snow and ice. 
They are the best bet for stop and go 
traction. Some of the new ‘winterized’ 
tires give some margin of safety over 
conventional tires, but the improve 
ment is not great enough to warrant 
less caution or the elimination 
chains when driving under severe 
snow and ice conditions,
